that are used. absorbed,devoured, to make 
a magazine great, uovor enters into the 
imagination of the public which enjoys 
the repast, butdoesn't wish to be troubled 
with complex ideas of its mode of prepa- 
ration. It is, indeed, one chief aim of a 
master journalist to make his periodical 
flo great that its quality will not depcud 
on any one's life or continued service.—
